indulged in raillery with his genial com­ 
panions, 
and 
seemed in general good 
humor. He spoke pleasantly of Southern 
cities, remarking Hat he had been to 
Richmond two or throe times since tho 
war, aod ha! visited Augusta once. 
He 
recognized the name of “Hamburg,” as the 
high trestle of our fete Ie pout was cleared, 
and doubtless reverted 
to ecenes and 
incidents along tho line in 1876. 
He was 
glad to hear that the Augusta Canal wus 
such a big thing, and then, maybe, thought 
of Nicaragua. General ^Grant has been in 
Augusta before, in I860 he came among 
us as one of the Investigating Commission 
appointed by President Johnson to ex 
amine into the status of the {Southern 
States. 
At that time he reported the 
South tranquil, and recommended their 
readmission into the Union. Tfahs time he 
finds them safely back into the Union and 
at home to stay.”

DOOMED I 


Tao First Attack on aa American Presi­ 
dent. 
It may interest President Hayes to re id 
Mr. James Parlous account of tho attack 
made by Lieutenant Randolph on Presi­ 
dent Jackson iu I$33; 
“ On the lith day ot May the President, 
accompanied by members of his Cabinet* 
and by Major Doutlsou, left the cap aal in 
a steamboat for Fredericksburg, V a, wa ere 
be was to lay the corner-stone of that 
monument to the mother of Washington 
which is still unfinished. At Alexandria, 
where the steamer touched, there came on 
board a Mr. Randolph, late a Lieutenant in 
the navy, who had been recently dismissed 
(rom the service. Randolph made his way 
lo the cabin, where he M u d toe President 
silting behind a table reading a newspaper. 
Re approached the tab.e as it to salute the 
President. 
" 'Excuse me rising, sir/ said the Gen­ 
eral, who was not acquainted with R an­ 
dolph, ’I have a pain in my side which 
makes it distressing for me to rise.' 
“Randolph made no reply to the cour­ 
teous apology, but appeared to be trying to 
take off his glove. 
“Never mind your glove, sir,” said the 
General, holding out his band. 
“At this time Randolph thrust his hand 
violently into the President’s lace. intend­ 
ing, as it appeared, to pull his nose. 
The 
Captain of me boat, who was standing by, 
instantly seized Randolph and drew hun 
back. A violent scuttle ensued, during 
which the table was broken. 
The friends 
of Randolph clutched him and hurried him 
ashore before many of the p&s&eogeis 
knew what had occured, and thus he ef­ 
fected his escape. 
The passengers soon 
crowded into the cabin to learn ii the Gen­ 
eral was hurt." 
“Had I known.” he said, “that it was 
Randolph who stood before me, I should 
have been prepared tor him, and I could 
have defended myself. No villain, said he 
has ever escaped me before, and he would 
not not had it not been for my contineu 
situation.” 
“Some blood was 
seen on his lace, 
and he was asked whether ho had beeo in­ 
jured.” 
“No,” said be, *1 am not much h u rt; 
hut in endeavoring to rise I have wound 
ed my side, which now pains me more 
than it did.’ 
“One of the citizens of Alexandria, who 
had heard of the outrage, addressed the 
General and said: “dir, it you will pardon 
me in case I am tried and convicted, I will 
kill Randolph tor this insnlt to yon, in fif 
teen mump s.” 
“ 'No, air, said the President, I cannot do 
that. I want no man to stand between me 
and my assailants, and none to take re 
venge on my account. Had I been pre­ 
pared for this cowardly villain's approach, 
I can assure you all that he would never 
nave the temerity to undertake such a 
thing again.' 
Randolph published statements in the 
newspaper of the 'wrongs* which he sam 
he had received at the haods of the Go? 
eminent. The oppc anon papers, though 
condemning the outrage, did not fail t 
remind the President of certain passage* 
ic his own lite which sanctioned a resort 
to violence. 
Randolph, I believe, was ne 
prosecuted tor the assault. 
His friends saiu 
that his object was merely to pull tbt 
Presidential nose, which, they further 
declared, he did.” 


Rev Mr Barry, of Ripon. There was a big 
turnout, the Janesville Lodge coming out 
almost en masse, with large numbers from 
Edgerton. After the exercises at the church 
the multitude repaired to Morgan’s hall, 
where the ladies served up a free supper 
to about 300 guests.

Many persons think it a sim­ 
ple operation to rasp a horse’s teeth ; I, 
and every other man of real experience, 
knows it to bu quite an important one 
requiring both skill and care to do it right 
ana not to do injury. Many horses suffer 
mn ugh lite from bad teeth, caused by the 
reckless use ol the t/oth. rasp.

The lighting of the streets Is a theme in 
which everybody is Interested who goes 
out after sunset, and in wh lch every tax 
payer also takes an interest, and the facts 
and figures of the record of 1879, are 
worthy of presentation and perusal, Dar­ 
ing the year just 
closed the amount 0 
light has been larger and the amount 0 
expense smaller, which is a happy way to 
grow.

The total number of lamps In the city 
was HS, and ot these there were on the 
average I OS lighted, which makes the 
average cost of each of the 108, for gas, 
lighting and extinguishing, and keeping 
clean, $17.63. 
The comparison with 187S speaks well 
for all concerned. The total expense tor 
gas tor street lamps, lighting, extinguish­ 
ing, etc., was in 1878, $1,91133, and for 
engine houses and city offices $193, making 
a total of $2,134^2, or $89.61 more than in 
1S79. The preportlonate decrease in ex­ 
pense is much greater, as there were many 
lamp-posts added the last year. In 1878 
there were only 99, and of these only 96 
were lighted. The average cost per lamp, 
tor gas, lighting aod extinguishing, etc, in 
ISIS was $20.22, or $2 59 more than the 
past year. Such a saving on each post is 
really worth noting. 
It must be admitted that this reduction 
of expenses is due to the square manner 
with which the New Gas Light Company 
deals with the city. Besides voluntarily 
reducing the price, care has been taken as 
to the times of lighting, etc., and the whole 
has been well and economically managed. 
The Company seem to be content with a 
fair profit on the gas consumed only, and 
while the extinguishing, lighting, etc , is a 
part 
of 
the 
bill, 
yet 
no 
profit 
accrues from this, it being a cash outlay 
tor which the city pays back the actual 
amount only, giving no profit for that part 
of tho business. The nine is true of the 
lampposts erected. The company pule 
them in

more. Few cities arc thus favored, and 
the showing is one that will bear compar­ 
ison with any in the land.

yon like to know how the tanners in the 
Loup county have prospered this year, 
those who came from Wisconsin, more 
particularly than the rest? The present 
season has been a very prosperous one, in 
many respects. Crops have been good all 
over the State, in some portions however, 
better than others. Wheat and oats have 
been poor in comparison with other years, 
but even 
this 
year’s store is quite a 
surplus. Wheat averaged from 12 to 15 
bushels to the acre, oats 30 to 40 and 50 
cents were the very lowest figures that 
wheat was sold tor here iu the tall, with a 
steady advance 
in price ana 
at the 
last quotations, $1.10 In Grand Island. 
Corn, that was planted on old ground is 
very fair; but owing to the dry hot winds 
in September, Is not as heavy crop as oth­ 
erwise would have been. 
Sod corn not 
quite as gcod. 
We hear from Milton Junction and 
vicinity that It is reported there, and very 
generally believed that there is great want 
aod destitution among some of our settlers 
here, that came from Wisconsin. I would 
ask the privilege oi saying right here, that 
the report is utterly lane—indeed, not one 
shadow ot truth is in it I am well ac­ 
quainted with the parties In question and 
know of what I speak. 
There is no one 
here that "has to live on parched corn 
this winter, because they had to sell their 
wheat at IO cents a bushel to *pay debts." 
That has been very much misrepresented 
to

report that they are all so homesick out 
there, and would get back it they could." 
After living in Rock county for 20 years, 
and then coming to Nebraska, it does not 
follow that we can not become attached to, 
and proud of, the Slate of our adoption.
